MR. ALFRED LUGG

The hills of Clare and Tipperary were 
on either hand, and the mist confined 
the view to a mile radius from our 
centre as we came down to the Vic- 
toria Lock, which let uá through into 
the canal that carries the water down 
to the Shannon scheme at Ardnacrusha. 
It is a fine lock, wide and long enough 
to hold six barges, and the canal 
behind it is as fine a piece of engineer- 
ing of its kind as one could see. 

mon took six-foot leaps out of this 
strictly preserved water, displaying the 
cheekiness that unaccountably comes to 
birds and fish that are rigidly pre- 
served. 

Next day we would be in Limerick, 
and in honour of that event I shaved. 
I forgot to tell you that we had hot 
and cold water, running on tap, The 
cold was got by dropping a bucket 
overside attached to a piece of rope, 
and the hot by holding the same 
bucket overside under the little stream 
that pumped out from the cooling 
system of the motor. F 


TRAGEDY RECALLED 


Darkness came and darkness ended 
the boatmen’s day in the Shannon, 
where, navigation was not so simple as 
in the Grand Canal. I slept on board 
the. barge that night, as it was too 
dark to find an outdoor bed, and 
before going to sleep we yarned, as 
men will. I learned then that slow 
and easy as the canal transport is, it 
has claimed its victims, like every 
other of man’s enterprises. Formerly 
it was the custom to travel all night 
and day on the canal, and now and 
then a man had slipped on the deck, 
struck his head on the side, and fallen 
into the water with hardly a sound. 
Little crosses along ‘the bank (I had 
seen a few of them while in the canal) 
marked the spots where the bodies had 
been found. On one occasion a storm 
on Lough Derg had carried away the 
cover of the hatch, which gave entry 
to the cabin of one of the buats. After 
she had tied up one of the men went 
to the nearest town and returned late. 
It had got wet, and to keep out the 
rain he foolishly pulled a _ folded 
tarpaulin completely over the open 
hatch. A big coal fire was burning 
in the little stove and a high wind was 
driving the rain. There was no draught 
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lin the smoke stack, the smoke filled 
‘| the cabin Sp dris kept in by. the 


mo a man from 
another boat, who w to speak to. 
one of the cfew, lifted up the tarpaulin 
and saw the four bunks still full. Two 
of the men were hanging half out of 
their beds—they were conscious. The 
others were dead. So my little ideas 
about placidity. and the nerve-tonic 
aspect of the life moved over to make 
room for others, hut, nevertheless, I 
slept soundly — you always do after 
about seventeen or eighteen hours 
moving around in the open. 


ARDNACRUSHA 


Next morning we came to the dam 
and power-house of Ardnacrusha, the 
Shannon scheme, or, at least, its 
nucleus. The back of it was a long, 
curving, grey, concrete wall, with 
windows in the upper half. On the left 
rose the tremendous gateway of the 
lock, through which we must pass., A 
sleepily slouched soldier straightened 
op as we neared the little jetty, and 
the skipper blew a blast on the horn 
kept for that purpose on the barge. 
In the early morning greyness, that was 
made greyer by the pile of concrete, 
that sound made round echoes roll 
over the water. Salmon began to leap 
beside us. The skipper got out snd 
walked round to the far side of the 
gate pillar, shortly returned, and we 
cast off. As we came up to the steel 
lock gate it began to rise bodily 
between the two pillars, and in a 
moment we were ducking the big drops 
of water as the barge passed under. 
Down the gate came again behind us, 
and I looked around me. 

The “ scheme ” in the morning light 
was a shapely pile of concrete that 
squatted across the stream. Its tur- 
bines were silent and no life appeared, 
except a soldier at the lockside and 
the lockman’s face at a window. He 
was inside pushing buttons that con- 
trolled millions of tons of water, and 
kept their weight off our little boat. 
I thought of a home-made turbine 
which turned a car generator which 
gave light to a friend’s country house, 
and it seemed to me that here “was 
enough stee! and concrete and wheels 
and water and all to make electricity 
for the whole world. But it only makes 
a portion of what three million people 
want, 

The water dropped under us, and I 
counted the rungs of a ladder in the 
lockside up to seven‘y-five as they came 
up and then gave up. Behind us the 
concrete wall grew, and on each side of 
us, too, until we were as lost and as 
vulnerable as a fly in a kitchen sink. 
I thought of the weight of water 
behind the dam, of how small was that 
steel lock gate; and I began to feel 
uncomfortable. Then the gate in front 
opened and let us into the second 
Maaiber of the lock. Here the drop 
was not so great as the tide in the 
river outside was high. To come out 
into that river at last was a delivery 
from a prison with a shaky roof. Not 
that I felt the dam insecure, but you 
would want to be at the bottom of that 
lock to realise exactly how I felt, 

We passed the tail race of the dam 
and it was like a mill pond, as calm as 
if it never again would run. But the 
Skipper told me of hectic runs down 
| the river, when the turbines were 
working and the tide was falling,. times 
when the Mary Jane could give the 
Queen Mary odds and a beating. We 
were “in the straight’’ on the last 
lap of our Odyssey.

HEAVIER BOMBING OF 
GERMANY 


SIR A.’ SINCLAIR'S 
ANNOUNCEMENT 


Britain’s bombers are beginning to 
blaze the trail to victory, said Sir 
Archibald Sinclair, British Secretary for 
Air, last mght, at Middlesbrough. He 
praised the work of the Navy, and 
stated that the ranks of the Royal Air 
Force, which had suffered ‘‘ cruel”’ 
losses in France, especially after Dun- 
kirk, had to be filled by men who had 
not finished their training—yet they 
met and broke the attack of the 
greatest. concentration of aircraft which 
the Germans have yet made in any one 
theatre of war, 

‘‘ After long study and preparation 
with aircraft far superior to present 
German bomber types, and with supe- 
rior equipment and more destructive 
bombs than theirs, we plan to deliver 
heavier loads of bombs on to Germany 
in successive months than ever Ger- 
many delivered on this country—much 
heavier loads, loads which will be 
many times , as héavy. Our 
plans are laid, our air crews are 
ready—so roll out the bombers. 
There will be an air crew waiting for 
every one, and they will go eut over 
Germany to hamper the production 
and despatch of German armaments to 
the Russian and other fronts, and to 
prepare the way for the advance of the 
Alhed armies into Germany. 

“AVe don’t want the war to go 
lingering on for years. We want 
heavy bombers now. By hastening 
the production ‘of heavy bombers you 
will be hastening the day of victory. 
The German aircraft losses in Russia 
have certainly been big,” he added, 
“but so is their monthly production. 
We must be prepared for the possi- 
bility that they may concentrate power- 
ful Jong-range bomber forces in the 
West during the winter, and make 
attacks which, though not so con- 
tinuous, might be as bad, or worse, 
than last year, so we are now 
strenucasly expanding and strengthen- 
ing our Army, Navy and Air. Force. 
That task must have the first call on 
our resources.
